Ne is an 
accemplished pianist and is able to speak English, Spanish 
and Chinese (Mandarin, Cantonese and Shanghai Dialect). He 
is an effice azssistant by calling, but apart from a period 
ef about tvonty months dwring 1918-20 when he was assistant 
clerk in H.B.M.'s Supreme Court fer China, he has held very 
2ittle regular employment. During the past few years he 
has contrived to suppert himself on edd jeks cither as a 
salesman cr musician. 

At the present time D‘Aquine is a very sick am ; 
and appears te be suffering from tubersulesis in om advanced 
stage. Mfferts have been made wy interested persons to 
persuade him to enter the Municipal Sanatorium but he 
definitely refuses te de so. He has besa registered with the 
Mupleyment Registratien Gentre ef the Salvation Amy since 
Geteber 1933, but thease is Little Likehiheed of Big obtaining 
mplisyaemt wring te She precarious state ef heatth. _ 
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*During the early merning of September 20, 1921, 
three foreigners, W.E. Dissmeyer, German Eurasian, 
Ha&jee Mohsmed, British Indien Burasian and RB. D’Acauine, 
Portuguese Murasion ef British nationality, falsely 
represented themselves te be officials ef the Mixed 
Court and fereibly entered a Chinese dwelling at 274 
Herth Szechven Road. They accused the lady of the 
house, ome Weng Kwe Iung ( £4177 ), of being a prostitute 
and demanded $60. As the money was net forthcoming 
they teck a gold ring and a pair ef jade ear-rings. 

Wek. Dissmeyer ond Nadjee Mohamed were subsequently 
arrested and sentenced to terms ef imprisement. forts 
to arrest R. D’Acquine were unsuccessful and he is 
welieved te have left Shanghai.*
